" I was fav'd with yours of the 17th ulto. in due time, and should have 
proceeded immediately upon the business of the inquiry, had not General 
Putnam's private Affairs required his Absence for some little time. I have 
appointed iMaj. Genl. Huntingdon and Colonel Wigglesworth to assist you in 
this matter and inclosed you will find instructions empowering you, in con- 
junction with ihem, to carry on the inquiry agreeable to the Resolve of Con- 
gress. You will observe by the Words of the Resolve * that inquiry is to be 
made into the loss of Fort Montgomery & Clinton in tlie State of New York, 
and into the conduct of the principal OfTiccrs commanding those Forts.' 

•* Hence the Officer Commanding in Chief in that department will be 
consequentially involved in the enquiry, because if he has been deficient in 
affording a proper support to those posts when called upon to do it, the Com- 
mandant and principal Officers will of course make it appear by the evidence 
produced in their own justification. 

•« I am not certain whether Gen'l Putnam has yet returned from Fish" 
kill, and I have therefore by the inclosed, which you will please to forward 
to him by Express, given him notice that the inquiry is to be held, and have 
desired him to repair immediately to that post.
